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An Eel Fisher. The houseboats of the eel fishers 
are a quaint feature of these parts. They are usually 
formed from old ships’ boats, with sides raised and 
roofed in, the whole tarred or whitewashed, thus 
forming a shelter and dwelling house for the eel fisher 
and his “crew.” These fishers are very expert, and 
on a dark night as many as 40 stones of eels have been 
taken in one net. 
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
